Why? Because, as sensitive people do, he really lived in the 
faith of his fellows. More than that, he loved them. The beaten 
champion, Jack Armstrong, became a loyal friend. Stephen Douglas, 
defeated for the presidency of the United States, insisted on hold- 
ing Lincoln’s hat while he took the oath of office. He saw and 
shunned vice, but the vicious liked him. No one who ever met 
Lincoln felt any inferiority of race or ignorance or poverty. 

Lincoln valued having things, valued power, held it, used it. 
He was a good politician, easily convinced if wrong, absolutely 
fixed when right; a master of men who struck hard when the chance 
offered. And back of it all, that love of man ruled his life. 

And so it is that Lineoln’s birthday is the day of our friend, 
of a helper who was without hate and without fear. Thus it is 
that he really lives: in the warmth of heart and strength of hand 
and lift of soul that we all put into the day’s work. Faith and love 
are the more possible to us, now and always, because this greatness 
was made so human in Abraham Lincoln.

Most people believe that if an 
egg is reasonably fresh it will be 
perfectly satisfactory. Although 
freshness is\a cardinal virtue in 
an egg, the quality of taste is 
almost equally important. 

Fowls that are fed upon clean 
wholesome food will seldom lay 
ill-flavored eggs. 

Eggs from hens that are com-| 
pelled to forage over the farm, 
and are supplied with very little | 
grain are likely to be flat in 
flavor except during the time of 
year when there is an abundance | 
of green stuff. It is different 
when hens are kept in yards and 
have their feed supplied to them. 

Eggs become tainted when hens 


get their feed from manure heaps, | 


or their drinking water from cow 
yards. Odors and flavors in an 
egg may even be caused by dirt 
that has gotten on the shell. For 
this reason, cleanliness in the nest 
and houses is essential. 

Flavoring comes from feeds 
that contain volatile oils, such as 
onions, garlic, leeks, turnips, rape, 
ete. Onions, for instance, are a 
healthful feed for fowls, but if 
fed regularly and in large quan- 
tities they give the eggs an onion 
flavor. 

Prime, clean food and an abun- 
dance of pure, fresh water will 
almost always insure eggs of 
good flavor, if the fowls are 
healthy.

Eight special auditors assigned 
from Washington to examine the 
office of Colfector of Internal 
Revenue Rex Goodcell for the 
fiscal years 1919, 1920, 1921 and 
1922. reported yesterday to the 
Treasury Department that~ their 
two months’ investigation showed 
Collector Goodeell’s office to be 
entirely in balance, although the 
staggering sum of $187,141,997.72 
had been collected in faxes dur- 
ing the period covered by the 
examination. 

Goodcell’s Office Rare 

In reporting to Collector Good- 
cell, the chief auditor declared 
that the handling of $187,000,000 
without any discrepancies was a 
remarkable fact, and that Los 
Angeles office was considered a 
lrare case in Revenue affairs. It 
was pointed out the collection of 
the $187,000,000 involved the 
handling of 875,000 active annual 
accounts and 500,000 
monthly accounts. High compli- 
ments were paid Collector Good- 
cell’s office foree on account of 
the accuracy and efficiency which 
made the splendid showing pos- 
sible. 

That Southern California is 
considered the ‘‘wonder district” 
of the Treasury Department, as 
a producer of Federal Revenue, 
is indicated by the announcement 
from Washington that in per- 
centage of collections for 1922 as 
compared with 1921, the Los An- 
geles district led all Internal 
Revenue districts in the United 
States, barring North Carolina, 
which depends upon tobacco tax 
‘for 72 per cent of its receipts 
land, therefore, its percentage 
does not reflect true business con- 
| ditions.

1923 amounts to $3,085,806.48. 
Estimating the population to be 
seventy-eight thousand four hun- 
dred the per capita cost is $39.37. 

According to Riley the tax levy 
includes the general county levy 
of $1,822,333.46 and a special and 
district county levy of $822,418- 
09. The balance is made up of 
taxes for the city of Chino 
amounting to $25,361.70; Colton, 
$25,051.78; Needles, $8,121.65; 
Ontario, $76,969; Redlands, $157,- 
824.26; Rialto, $9,238.26; San Ber- 
nardino, $100,663.42; Upland, 
$37 824.86. 

These amounts according to 
Controller Riley will be augmen- 
ted by certain other receipts from 
different county sources and from 
moneys distributed to the differ- 
ent political subdivisions by the 
State, such as schoal moneys at 
the rate of $30.00 per pupil; 
motor vehicle moneys collected 
in the county, one-half of which 
is returned for use on highways.

Before planting fruit trees the soil 


should be made mellow by repeated 
plowing or digging, and where the 
soil is densely packed a subsoil plow 
or crowbar should used the 
rround = stirred from 10 12 
inches deep. this neglected, 
the roots are surrounded by a 
trong wall and cannot expect 
hem to live many years.

Trees are frequently ruined by 
lack of care, or bad management, 
after they fall into the hands of the 
purchaser. Many times the trees 
are allowed to lay for days tied up 
in a bundle just as received from 
the nursery, exposed 
wind, and then get out.

have buried them in the ground and 
placed them beyond danger. 

When trees are received at the 
nursery the roots should be covered 
with a wet blanket, straw or other

If the trees are in good 
condition when received or after 
remaining in the straw 48 hours, 


and the holes are net vet dug, or the 
ground too wet to pleat, then dig a 
trench and lay the trees in a slant- 
ing position, so that you can cover 
up the roots and two-thirds of the 
body.

Two cases recently reported in the 
press have occasioned this cham- 
mage. Both carried: that alarm 
e of “rabies,” which, when follow- 
by public panic, can cause s0 
ff... unreasoning vengeance against 
‘the friend of man. 
» “There was a case reported from 


Santa Ana,” said Mrs. Gifford at 
The Times office yesterday, “in 
which a child had died from the 
bite of a dog. The child, it said, 
had ‘poked a flower’ at the dog, 
which instantly snapped at it, the 
bite resulting in the tragedy. It 


was a tragedy, and the dog has paid 
for it with its life, too. But in fair- 
ness to the dog, it should be ex- 
plained that the child tried to thrust 


the flower down the dog's throat. 
It was enraged, and used the only 
defense it knows. But it was not 


proven that the dog had rabies, and 
that tragedy does not mean that 
rabies are rampant among all dogs, 
and it certainly does not justify the 
shooting of dogs _ indiscriminately. 
Yet it is reported that such an or- 
der has actually been issued in 
Santa Ana against any and all dogs 
found upon the streets. 

“Another care, heralded as ‘an- 
other victim of rabies,’ was report- 
ed in los Angeles. In this, a man 

- confessed to kicking a dog in the 
jaw, whereupon it bit him savage- 
ly—and was killed. There was no 
evidence that this dog was suffering 
from rabies--only evidence that it 
bit in self-defense. Our plea, there- 
fore, is that these cases shall not 
be allowed to create panic-stricken 
vengeance against all dogs in gen- 
eral, that the public shall not rush 
wildly to the conclusion that an epi- 
demic of rabies abounds, and that 
every dog a raging menace on 
our streets. Both of the cases, re 
_ ported were exceptional, both dogs 
suffered great provocation, and 
neither was proven to have any sym- 
ptoms of rabies beyond those that 
any human being would have exper- 
ienced under like circumstances.” 

Mrs. Gifford is vice-president of 
the Pasadena Humane Society, of

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WHAT BECAME OF A. T. 
STEWART’S BODY? 


HEN Alexander T, Stewart died, 

on April 10, 1876, in New York 
city, he was credited with being one 
of the richest merchants in the United 
States, for his wealth was estimated 
at more than $40,000,000, including 
real estate which, alone, was assessed 
at over $5,000,000. The bulk of his 
estate was bequeathed to his widow, 
with a million dollars as a personal 
gift to the executor, Henry Hilton. 
The Stewart funeral, culminating in 
the interment of the body in St. 
Mark’s churehyard, New York city, was 
one of the largest and most impressive 
ceremonies of its kind ever held in 
the city—and then, some two and a 
half years later, Judge Hilton, the 
executor of the Stewart estate, elec- 
trified the police with the announce- 
ment that the grave had been rifled 
and Mr. Stewart’s b@dy stolen. 


Upon examination, it developed that 
an even greater mystery surrounded 
the affair than appeared upon the 
surface. During the early autumn of 
1878, Judge Hilton, learning that the 
grave had been slightly tampered with 
and fearing the depredations of 
ghouls, had caused the Stewart head- 
stone to be removed to another por- 
tion of the plot, although it was not 
thought wise at that time to disturb 
the remains. The knowledge of this 
change was confined to four persons, 
but notwithstanding this, the excava- 
tion had been made with almost math- 
ematical precision, the earth having 
been cut away straight down to the 
leaden case which enclosed the coffin. 
This case had been opened, the lid 
of the coffin had been unscrewed and 
the body taken out—presumably being 
carted off in a wagon of which the 
tracks were still visible nearby. 

The most searching inquiries on the 
part.of the police failed to reveal any- 
one who had seen the grave-robbers at 
work, for they had chosen a stormy 
mMght and it was not until several 
hours after daylight that the watch- 
man had discovered the looting of the 
merchant’s: grave. The ghouls’ had 
left behind them only a newspaper, 
an iron shovel and a bull’s-eye lantern 
—none of which bore any distinguish- 
ing marks, nor could they be traced 
by the detectives assigned to the case. 
It appeared to be impossible that the 
body of a dead man could be carried 
across New York city without attract- 
ing the slightest notice or that It 
eould be re-interred or concealed with- 
out detection—but this is precisely 
what took place, for nothing definite 
was ever learned of the fate of the re- 


mains, 


Judge Hilton refused to countenance 
overtures for the return of the body, 
declaring that neither he nor the es- 
tate wouid be blackmailed and, when 
a reward of $25,000 was finally offered 
it was made with the distinct under- 
standing that {it was not fot the body 
itself but for information which would 
lead to the detection of the persons 
who had committed the depredation, 
The executor, of the estate advised 
Mrs. Stewart to have no dealings 
whatever with the men who had 
Stolen the bogy of her husband and 
the widow, who is said to have been 
extremely affected by the blow, fol- 
lowed this advice during the ten re- 
maining years of her life. 


Some time after the violation of the 
sanctity of St. Mark’s churchyard, the 
impression was allowed to gain preva- 
fence that the body had been re- 
covered and that it had been re-in- 
terred in the vault of the beautiful 
cathedral at Garden City, Long Island. 
But those who attempted to secure 
proof of this report fouhd that they 
were blocked at every tutn and the 
question of who stole the body of A 
T. Stewart and what disposition was 
made of it remains unsolved to this 
day. 





Life of a Five Dollar Bill. 

Paper money wears out rapidly and 
has to be replaced frequently. The 
life of a $5 note, for example, is on 
the average about ten months, and in 
New York city is about two months 
less than the average, owing mainly 
to the more rapid rate at which it 
circulates. This same tendency is seen 
in the higher rate at which bank de 
posits turn over in New York city 
than in other parts of the country. 


The work of keeping the paper cur 
rency in good condition is done yery 
largely by the Federal Reserve banks 
which in the course of their daily bus 
iness handle all forms of currency and 
coin, eliminating that which is unfit 
for further circulation. This service is 
a large item in their annual costs of 
operation, Last year, for instance, the 
supply of currency and coin caused an 
expenditure at the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York amounting to about 
$2,875,000, of which somewhat more 
than one-third represented the cost 
of printing new Federal Reserve cur- 
rency to replace worn notes in cir. 
culation and to increase supplies un- 
issued and on hand.—Federal Reserve 
Monthly Review.

NEW ORANGE PEST — 
PROVES TOBESNAIL 


Reported attack .of a citrus-eating 
scale in a Cucamonga grove turned 
out to be ground slugs eating oranges. 
which, having fallen on the ground, 
were partly decomposed, J. P. Coy, 
county horticultural commissioner, 
reported upon his return from the 
grove, 

While Mr. Coy will make a more 
extended inspection, he stated yes- 
terday: “I do.not believe the dam- 
age to the fruit brought to me for 
inspection by the rancher was caus- 
ed by snails. The specimen gnails 
brought by the rancher were com- 
;mon garden slugs, which have no 
shell and do not climb trees,’’ 

Mr. Coy further stated that the 
fruit reported to have been attack- 
ed by snails while still on the tree 
was probably on low-hanging branches 
which swept the ground and were 
accordingly within reach of the slugs. 

No especial significance was at- 
tached: to the first report of snails 
|attacking citrus frhit. A rancher 
| brought several oranges to Mr. Coy, 
; which showed holes one-quarter inch 
}in diameter and fully an inch deep 
eaten. by what* the rancher believed 
were snails.

AMETHYSTS FOR FEBRUARY 





For many years there has been @ 
custom for a person born in a cer- 
tain month to wear a precious stene 
which is the birthstone for that 
month, and in February, one is sup- 
posed to wear a violet amethyst, 
which is said to bring contentment 
to the wearer, and is the stone for 
sincerity. The amethyst is a specie 
of quartz, and is found in colors 
ranging from a light bluish-violet to 
a clear dark purple, while sometimes 
one finds a stone almost black. The 
one most highly prized is that which 
is dark reddish-purple. Amethysts 
have been found in our own country, 
in the Yellowstone National Park, in 
Texas in a little range called the 
Amethyst Mountains, in North Caro- 
lina and Georgia, and other places, 
but the best stones come from Cey-_ 
lon and Brazil.
